Plate number G21403, Vehicle Identification Number (VIN) 
1LGBGK24K3SBR232957, and was numbered 726 on the front passenger 
quarter panel. New Mexico Parks employee JEROME MADRID was 
present during the search and identified the truck as the work 
vehicle of DAVID RAY PARKER. 


Photographs of the vehicle were obtained by 
Photographer RICARDO DOMINGUEZ. A photographic log, describing 
the photographs taken, was prepared by ERT member JAMES M.T. 
MORRISON. The photographic log will be maintained in the 1A 
section of the file. 


The driver door, passenger door and the tool storage 
doors of the truck had unbroken blue evidence tape affixed 
indicating that the doors had not been opened. Each tape was 
initialed and had the following markings: 3-25-99 1410 hrs. 


A search of the vehicle and the storage area was 
conducted by Agent TAFOYA, SA MALLUION and the other team members. 
A blue plastic tarp was found in one of the tool storage 
compartments. The tarp was inspected by Special Agents (SAs) 
BARBARA ELIZALDE, LOU MALLION and KENT J. SWITZER. A stain on 
the tarp was tested with a presumptive blood test with negative 
results. The tarp appeared to have been used for welding as 
numerous burnt spots were found on the tarp. 
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Also found during the search was a day planner 
belonging to RAY, documents and a metal clipboard that contained 
a receipt book for DAVES WRECKING. Several of the receipts were 
filled out and dated back to 1992. Parks employee MADRID advised 
that he was aware that RAY owned a tow truck business at one 
time. These items were seized pursuant to the search warrant. 


A yellow in color raincoat was found behind the driver 
seat. SAs ELIZALDE and SWITZER located a stain on the sleeve: 
that appeared to be similar to a blood stain. The stain was 
tested with a presumptive plood test with negative results. The 
raincoat was seized pursuant to the search warrant. 


Located in the cab area of the truck was a red portable 
police emergency light, a police type club and paperwork 
detailing state law enforcement statutes. Parks employee MADRID 
advised that RAY would not be authorized to enforce statutes. 
MADRID also advised that the emergency light and police club were 
not items issued to employees like RAY. 


SA SWITZER collected vacuum samples from the driver 
seat and backrest area, the passenger seat and backrest area and 
the floorboard of the vehicle. 


Items seized pursuant to the search of the vehicle were 
recorded on an Evidence Recovery Log which was maintained by SAs 
SWITZER and ELIZALDE. The Evidence Recovery hog will be 
maintained in the 1A section of the file. 
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On March 31, 1999, pursuant to a Search Warrant issued 
by the State of New Mexico, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI), Tucson, Arizona, Evidence Response Team (ERT) assisted the 
Albuquerque FBI ERT to conduct a search for jtems of an 
evidentiary nature at 513 Bass Road, Elephant Butte, New Mexico.

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On March 31, 1999, a crime scene investigation was 
conducted by members of both the El Paso Division Evidence 
Response Team (ERT) and the Phoenix Division ERT. A boat named 
the “PREDATOR”, boat identification number NM2855AY, and the 
trailer, New Mexico license plate number 9396TRZ, were processed 
at the Elephant Butte State Park Safety Center Garage, Elephant 
Butte, New Mexico. : 


The following ERT members were present: FBI SPECIAL 
AGENT (SA) KATHLEEN R. GARCIA, SA DAVID E. NELSON, EVIDENCE 
CONTROL TECHNICIAN (ECT) GLORIA I. BENSON, VICTOR M. SERNA, 
KIMBERLEE J. ARMSTRONG, S.J. CZARNECKI, SA TAMMIE L. CANI ZALES, 
SA DAVID HARLEY, and SHANNON M. BECK. Also assisting in the 
processing of the boat was AGENT FRANK JACOBY, NEW MEXICO STATE 


POLICE. 


Photographs of the boat and trailer were taken by SA 
DAVID HARLEY. ARMSTRONG maintained the photograph log which will 
be maintained in the 1-A section of captioned file. 


A not-to-scale diagram of the crime scene was completed 
by JACOBY and is maintained in the 1-A section of captioned file. 


Evidence was collected by SA GARCIA and JACOBY. The 
Evidence Recovery Log was completed by ARMSTRONG. Details of the 
evidence recovered. are listed on the Evidence Recovery Log, which 
is maintained in the 1-A section of captioned file. 


The general description of the boat is described as a 
Sleek Craft, approximately 21 feet in length, light yellow or tan 
in color with a yellow stripe. Boat identification number: 
NM2855AY, New Mexico Vessel Validation Decal Number 03005, 
expiration December 1998. 


ERT personnel arrived at the scene at approximately 
2:00 p.m. Upon arrival, it was determined that the crime scene 
was secured by AGENT JOHN BRISCOE, NEW MEXICO STATE POLICE. The 
crime scene investigation concluded at approximately 4:13 p-m., 
at which time the crime scene was released to AGENT JOHN BRISCOE. 
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On April 1, 1999, pursuant to Search Warrant # SW 99- 
00003, issued on March 26, 1999 by the Magistrate Court, County 
Sierra, State of New Mexico, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) Evidence Response Team (ERT) from Tucson, Arizona conducted 
a search of a storage space numbered 22 at The Storage Shed 
located at 1111 3rd Street, Truth or Consequences, New Mexico. 
The warrant was served by New Mexico State Police Agent Frank 
Jacoby on the manager of The Storage Shed: Neva Walker. 


The padlock on the location was cut by SA Misiaszek. 
The location is comprised of an area approximately 10 feet by 20 
feet with a roll up garage door. Immediately observable within 
the location were books, photographs, a mattress, clothing and 
other personal belongings scattered throughout. 


Tucson ERT members participating in the search were:

attached hereto is a copy of the Evidence Recovery Log 
which depicts the items taken into custody and a copy of the 
sketch of the location. 
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On April 1, 1999, Evidence Response Team (ERT) members 
of the El Paso Office of the FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION 
(FBI), assisted State of New Mexico, Department of Public Safety 
Agent JENNIE F. TAFOYA and Special Agent (SA) LOU MALLION ina 
search of a white in color trailer located at the address of 513 
Bass Road, Elephant Butte, New Mexico. The members of the El 
Paso FBI ERT were PATRICIA BE. RUST and KENT J, SWITZER. The 
search was conducted pursuant to a search warrant, issued by the 
7th Judicial District Court, County of Sierra, State of New 
Mexico, signed by Judge EDMUND H. KASE III. The search warrant 
was read and reviewed by all members of the search team on March 
26, 1999. 


A search of the trailer had begun on March 30, 1999. 
The entire search site had been maintained by State of New Mexico 
law enforcement personnel under the control of the State of New 
Mexico State Police until the search of the address could be 
completed. 


The trailer was located at the north end of the mobile 
home residence at the addres of 513 Bass Road. The trailer was 
an enclosed trailer’ with a door on the rear and a covered window 
on the side. The trailer appeared to have been parked at the 
address for a period of time as some of the tires appeared to be 
flat. : 

Photographs and videotapes of the interior of the 
trailer had already been obtained by photographers of the State 
of New Mexico, Department of Public Safety. 


An inner crime scene log, for the trailer, had been 
initiated. The inner scene log was signed by all personnel 
involved in the search of the trailer. The trailer was kept 
secured and locked when search personnel were not present. 


All individuals that entered the white trailer to 
conduct the search were in full Tyvex suits with gloves. 


The entire white trailer was to be removed from the 
address of 513 Bass Road and moved to another location for 
intensive forensic processing. Preparation for this move was 
begun. Items were placed in brown evidence bags and boxed. 
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Additional measurements of the trailer were taken by 
team members SAs SWITZER and RUST to assist SA RUST in completing 
a sketch of the exterior and interior of the trailer. 


A storage type area under the cabinet and stove 
contained a blue blanket. The blanket was in a metal stretcher 
that fit inside the storage area. The stretcher had chains 
attached to it to assist in securing an jndividual to the 
stretcher. The blanket was taken into custody as evidence. A 
vacuum sample of the carpeting under the stretcher was obtained 
by SA SWITZER. These items were recorded on an evidence recovery 
log maintained by Agent TAFOYA and SA SWITZER. The metal 
stretcher was measured by SAs SWITZER and RUST and found to be 


five (5) feet five (5) inches in length. 


SAs MALLION and SWITZER, at the request of NMSP and FBI 
supervisors, escorted attorneys for the defendants into the 
trailer. The first attorney escorted into the trailer was JEFF 
REID. REID signed the inner crime scene log and wore a Tyvex 
suit and gloves. JAVIER ACOSTA was escorted into the trailer 
after REID. ACOSTA also signed the inner crime scene log and 
wore a Tyvex suit and gloves. 


Agent TAFOYA and SAs MALLION and SWITZER completed the 
preparation of the trailer for transport to another location. 
Ttems on the walls.of the trailer wear secured to the wall with 
cheesecloth and staples. Other items were secured with tie 
downs. The cheesecloth and tie downs were purchased from the 
local economy. 


SA RUST completed the sketch of the interior and 
exterior of the trailer. The sketch will be maintained in the 1A 


section of the file.
